President McKinley died at 2:16 
c.tlock Saturday .morning, His ta« 
brcnti passed calmly and almost Im- 
perceptibly. He bad been unconscious 
tor Ecvcral hours before tbe end and" 
lils death was frco from pain. The 
members of the family, with the es : . 
cepUon «f tlie bereaved .wife, were 
at the deathbed. Mrs. McKinley was 
In an adjoining room. Dr. Rtxcy wob 
'tbe only physician prcseut. 

The Immediate cause of the Presi- 
dent's death was at the time undeter- 
mined, but It was said to be heart 
weakness, as a result of complications, 
In the stomach and digestive organs. 
The, President suffered a serious and 
■unexpected relapse enrly Friday moan- 
ing, from which there was only a slight 
rany. At noon he was perfectly con- 
scious and seemed to fully realize his 
condition. "I refuse to surrender," 
said be, with great emotion. "I will not 
give np hope while life remains. I shall 
hope on and pray on to - the end." 

Ail utght tho President battled with 
death. At 10 o'clock he was alone In 
the c*mbnt. Science, skill, Infinite 
tenderness were beaten and hopeless. 
Surgeons and physicians measured tils 
brief span by mo men Is. They had no 
hope and offered none. Mystified, bnf-

It was S o'clock In the afternoon when 
the first wild rumor that the President 
was dead spread through - Buffalo, 
Heart failure, the first ominous sinking 
of a mighty physique, had given the 
doctors warning, nnd their fears spoke 
from the white faces as they came and 
went in tbe Milboura bouse. 

There was no hope then, and In live 
minutes the waiting world knew it. 
But the victim of the assassin's bullet 
did not know It. Conscious of Impend- 
ing danger and fearless of It, lie asked 
for bis wife. She came to him, nnd, 
holding his . tin ml iu speechless grief, 
gave to him the new courage which 
drugs and physic could not give, The 
clocks spun round nnd round, nnd the 
doctors, waiting In gloomy groups, won- 
dcred that he lived so long. 

His symptoms grew worse. He mi- 
lled nnd failed by turns. Oxygen nnd 
digitalis had but slight effect upon his 
pulse nnd respiration. He did not live, 
but would 1 not die, nnd his people nnd 
the world wondered. 

As unconfirmed stories of the Presi- 
dent's death dew from mouth to 
mouth Jin Buffalo, an enraged nnd sor- 
rowing "multitude- gathered nnd swept 
toward the, prison where his assassin 
lay. Barriers were hastily thrown 
across the streets, mounted policemen, 
State troops and marines were hurried 
to the scene, and for hours nfter night 
fell the Jail, was like a threatened fort- 
itiss. :'. 

' In the streets, catca and public 
places men met uurt talked with bated 
breaths. All day they talked of the 
President's struggle, of his patience, 
his cheerfulness. But' when they knew 
that these were nil in vain they, raged 
silently and forgot everything but ic- 
vengc, . 

.The President wns practically with* 
out nourishment nil day. Ills serious 
relapse of Thursday night, said to have 
been caused by rood administered dur- 
ing the day, had . warned his doctors 
ngainHtsolId food. In despairing anx- 
iety 'they' resorted to stimulants, and 
ail morning Friday tfcey fought off the 
Impending collapse. 

; It was shortly after daylight that ho 
opea'6d hls'eyes, nnd, looking out of the 
window opposite his bed, said: 

"It Is hot na 1) right ns yesterday." 

HIa heart 'rallied a little hi. the morn- 
lag hours, and front then on until noon 
ho held 'bis -own, and the anxious 
doctors tpld.-tbe world In guarded words 
thnt'tiiere was -yet hope. 
Y'lt.; was'- prist midday Friday when, he 
, entered upon his. Hani struggle, The 
thousands' sphered at ttio Pan-Ameri- 
can! Exposition, the nation and the out- 
side; world were not prepared oven then 
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for a realization that the worst was at 
band, 

/ A furious rainstorm was sweeping Buf- 
falo when the first ominous announce- 
ment camo from the Mllburn House: 

"President McKinley Is dying. Ho can 
live but n few moments," 

Thru signal service operators took pos- 
session of the telegraph wires leading to 
iho house of death. Cabinet ofllccrs and 
members at the President's family began 
to arrive, and tiio beginning of the end 
had come.. 

At 11 o'clock Friday night the wife had 
paid her last tribute to her dying sweet- 
heart of thirty years. Dr. Rixcy led her 
Into the room, and as slio laid Ikt head 
alongside his she sobbed; "I cannot let 
him go." 

She knew 11 1 tit the President was dy- 
ing then, and in the dim sllenco of her 
adjoining room she waited and wept as 
the hours sped nnd the doctors wondered 
at the mighty battle of the dying man. 

Bat the President, now finally uncon- 
scious and breathing hut faintly, strug- 
gled on. Midnight. 1 and 2 o'clock found 
.him wavering on the verge, and the men 
of science could hut stand and marvel at 
the wondrous but hopeless fight which 
he bad niadtnincd so long. Intervals of 
apparent consciousness camo upon him. 
Sometimes ho opened his faded eyes uud 
gazed calmly around. 
■ At 2 o'clock the dim, gray light 'begnu 
to fall across his shrunken face, and then 
—death won. 

Unit O en I noun Word* 
■ For several hours Thursday evening 
the doctors attending President. McKin- 
ley wcro seriously disturbed and waiting 
friends were alarmed by an. unexpected 
change in his condition, but at midnight 
the President had seemingly regained his 
lost ground. Ho was given solid food for 
the first time during: the morning anil it 
had not agreed' with him. The bowels 
were giving some trouble, also the heart 
The food given to the President was not 
properly assimilated and the administra- 
tion of food by the mouth was discontin- 
ued. The/ President continued to com* 
plain of fatigue. His pulse' Increased to 



12B, entirely too high for hie temperature. 
One of the consulting physicians said that 
juijged by medical records his pulse 
should ha OU The acceleration of the 
pulse was attributed partly to tho rorut- 
slon of tho stomach against tho food. 

The first alarm camo from tho Mllburn 
house at 2 o'clock, two hours after the 
encouraging official bulletin after tho mid- 
night consultation of the doctors. The 
signal of fear wns the sending of mes- 
sages to all .'the doctors to return to the 
liouso at once. Tho President had suf- 
fered a sinking spell. At 3 o'clock It was 
authoritatively admitted that tho Presi- 
dent was In an extremely critical condi- 
tion. 

Scene I» T)ro untie. 

The scene about the house nod in tho 
street, which' hod been storm swept, was 
dramatic In its action and setting nnd 
the. spirit of the tragedy was on those 
who looked, upon' it. A messenger who 
darted Into the Tain nnd "was whisked 
nwuy in un electric cab gave, the outside 
watchers tho first Intimation of tho 111 
news from within. At the same moment 
now lights burned within the windows of 
the Mil burn residence. Soon tho word 
was passed out -that the 'President had 
partially. collnpsed and was critically lit. 
It was a co ii I i rni in ion til nt wnB hardly 
needed, for the fact had been established 
by action that needed no words. 

As tho telegraph instruments rattled 
away with their forlorn story curly in the 
morning the hastily aroused physlclnns 
begun arriving. ' An automobile racing 



camo Abner McKinley, polo nnd agitat- 
ed. He had left tho liouso scarcely two 
hours before and had departed with the 
assurance that the tide had turned in the, 
casQ of his distinguished brother. 

Secretary Wilson and Secretary Hitch- 
cock; In grief at the peril of their chief, 
arrived within a fow moments. Neither 
knew tho true stato of tho President at 
at that moment and In silent fear tbey 
quickly entered the house. Another hur- 
rylog visitor wns Dr. Wnsdln, whose ar- 
rival completed the clrclo of physicians, 
and another wns Mrs. McWUJIams, the 
friend of airs. McKinley. 

Tho physlclnns, after their consultation 
an tho examination of tho patient, could 
offer little encouragement. Ho wns vary 
weak and his heart was, so feeblo that 
they feared lest his life might go out at 
any time. The bulletin they Issued at 
2:50 told of. tho very critical condition of 
the President.

To My Many Friends: I nm pleased 
to make a report to. you of the pleasant 
visit my. wife nutl I liii'il 'In Western 
Canada. 

We visited the territories. of Alberta. 
Asslulbola, mnl Saskatchewan, and 
fouud them far surpassing our Imagina- 
tion, but little did 1 expect to find such 
rich, loamy noli, so much of It, nud so 
uniform In Its level pralrio lay. I do 
think the soli of. Canada qb n rule 
.equals If- not excels the llnc«t prnlrle 
farm landB of Indiana. These lands 
arc Immense Jn their richness, and* 
when once the sod Is rotted and pul- 
verized, It 1b as pliable mid an easily 
cultivated as Indiana, sandy soli. 

Western . Canu'da, from my 'point of 
view, offers as line opportunities for 
mixed farming ns tiny place In my 
knowledge. The long, sunshiny .days;' 
together with the rich soil, produce 
very fine wheat, oata, barley, flax and 
'other, cereal products. There Is scarce- 
ly any attempt to raise eornl except 
early varieties for table use. The sea- 
son Is. too short to depend upon matur- 
ing field corn.. From the stand point, of 
getting this land ready for the plow, I 
must say that 1 never Haw Bucb.ri vast' 
extent, practically nil ready, so all that 
one has to do Is to hitch up the plow 
and go to work.

In the spring.- Upon Inquiring about 
the expense of raising a steer, a farmer 
replied that he did not . consider ■ It 
would cost' any more than $-1 or $0 to' 
develop a 3-ycar-old steer, 

I truly think Canada offers a line 
opening for a young: man; or; a man, 
who Is renting land in Indiana. One 
hundred and sixty acres of good black 
land'Wlll cost you only $10 at the time 
you enter it, and by plowing and. cul- 
tivating llva. acre's each yenr for three 
years, given you one hundred and sixty 
acrcH of good land for $10. ' This land 
can be bought from the nilln/ad com- 
panies, private corporations or the gov- 
ernment for $3 to $*{ per ncre. 

From a tlnanclal standpoint, I believe 
that for a scries of years (itvei.a young 
man can unike $10 in Canada, whereas 
he would^only make 91 hero, and I feel 
sure that 1 spent more money to get 
my eighty-acre farm In White County, 
Indiana, cultivated than It would cost 
me to cultivate eight hundred acrca in 
Canada. This' may seem n strong view 
to thko of Lhe matter, hut when you 
take Into consideration the clearing, 
ditching, fencing ^nnrt the "expensive 
breaking In of the stump-?, and then 
compare the expense to thnt of land 
needing only. the breaking, you will, 
conclude that It is. not nuch a ; wfld or 
'exaggerated statement as' you might at 
first think. 

I enjoyed the balmy, breezy .atmos- 
phere, which was bracing nnd refresh- 
ing, and the cool nights which, made It 
bo pleasant'for Bleep. 

On making Inquiries regarding tho 
winters in this country I learned that 
the people never Buffer from the. corny 
as the weather Is dry and invigorating, 
and In a great many places farmers 
and herders allow their, stock lo-run 
outside tho year- round. 
.One great advantage to the settlers 
In' Western Canada Is the.freo cream- 
orleB csbibllshed by the- 1 government, 
and run exclusively -In the Interest of 
the farmer. .

Tbe Sehley court of inquiry opened. its 
sessions' ia Wash iugton at 1 o'clock. The 
members- of the liunrd, Admirals' Dewey, 
Bciihttm and/, Ilowisod, were on hand, 
early,' reaclildff tlio imvy : yard atili!-80 
o'clock. All wore in clvtllaa clothes -aud' 
no Bnliitd.wfvs glytin them as they en- 
tered the gate.

been secured, with other commodious 
rooms at ouch end of the building. , The 
court itself has ft space within a railing 
sufllclcutly^lurge to accommodate mem- 
bers of the court, Admiral Schley and 
counsel, a stenographer nadtwo or three' 
others whose presence will ho necessary.

Coat of Tm-utrr $50,000, 
Tlio demand of Schley -that his record 
be. cleared will cost the government at 
leant $50,000.

A stenographic report of every word ut-

A- large staff of stenographers has been 
secured and as soon as the testimony has 
been transcribed it will bo rushed over

Theodore Roosevelt became President, 
of" (lip United Statesnt 3^10 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon, when ho compiled . with' 
thu constitutional provision ami took the 
prescribed oath to support and defend the 
constitution imd tho laws of tho "United 
States.- Ho took that on th at Buffalo In 
tho library of the residence' of Ansley 
Wilcox, o personal friend, with whom he 
stopped earlier in the week when the 
physicians thought .President ^McKIniey 
would recover from ttio wound inflicted 
by tho assassin. 

, .The seene/'wns a most affecting one. 
The .new President had just como from 
the Mllburn house, where his predecessor 
lay cold, in death. Overcome by the deep 
personal sorrow he felt, In hla chnncter- 
iBtlenlly Impulsive way he had gnuo' firet 
to the house of mourning to offer his con- 
dolence and sympathy to" the 'broken- 
hen rted ■ widow.; Secretary; H-oot, - who, 
twenty years ago,' hnd been present at a 
similar. scene, when Arthur took . the 
oath, after the death of another Presi- 
dent who.fell n victim to an aftsassiu't 
bullet, n I most broke down when lie re- 
quested Mr. -Roosevelt, on behalf of the 
members of the cabinet of the late Presi- 
dent, to take tho prescribed oath. There 
was not a dry eye in the room. 

The new President was visibly shaken, 
hut he controlled himself, and when he 
lifted his hand to swear It was steady." 
With the deep solemnity of the occasion 
full upon 1dm, ho announced to those 
present that his aim would bo to bo WH* 
Ham McKinley's successor iu deed ns well 
as In mime. Deliberately ho proclaimed 
It in these words: 

"In this hour of deep and torrrbla be- 
reavement, I wish to state that It ahall 
be my aim to continue absolutely unbrok- 
en the policy of President MeKlnley for 
the peace mid prosperity nnd honor of 
our beloved country." 

The great, t av-reaching significance ot 
this pledge to continue the policy of tlie 
dead President, announced nt the very 
threshold of -a new governmental reglmo, 
profoundly impressed his bearers, and 
President Roosevelt's Orst step after tak- 
ing the oath was In line with Its redemp- 
tion. His first act was to ask the mem- 
bers ot tho cabinet to retain their port- 
folios temporarily In order to aid him to 
conduct the government' no lines laid 
down by him whose policy he had declar- 
ed. ha would uphold, nnd every member 
of the cabinet. Including Secretary of 
State Hay and Secretary of tho Treasury 
Gage, who were communicated with in 
Washington, agreed for the present, nt 
least, to retain their several portfolios.

Funeral formalities and the outward 
manifestations of a nation's grief were all 
that remained after Saturday. With 
these over, the curtain . falls upon the 
third great tragedy in 'the annals of 
American Presidents, and that tragedy 
and the career of William MeKlnley have 
passed into history. Already the machin- 
ery of the chief executive' branch of the 
government has resumed its routine. 

The body of the President lay Satur- 
day night In the room wherein he died. 
It wan removed to the 1 parlors of the 
M i Ilium house for the funeral sendees ut 
11 o'clock Sunday morning. Tho ser- 
vices were simple In form, and were pri- 
vate, only the Immediate members of tho 
MeKlnley family and their closest friends 
were assembled. Mrs, MeKlnley.. was not: 
with them.. 

Immediately n fter the services the re- 
mains of the Into President were tuken 
to tlie Bnffalo City Hull, tiu'd thero lay 
In state from 12 o'clock until 11 o'clock

It begun over twenty yeurs_ngo 
wltli Importation of cuttings from Asia 
Minor. ITIgH have been- produced from 
these and other imported cuttings, but 
they were not the. famous white ilg of 
commerce. The 'credit of producing 
the latter In Callfonilu bclougu to Geo, 
C ltoedlng of Fresno. Until this .sum- 
mer everj* true Sinyniu'llg ttcc plunted 
In California which bore fruit failed to 
mature. It; the flgS were unfertilized 
and withered and dropped. It : .was 
lliiully discovered thnt the fertlllzatiou 
of tills, llg depended upon the service 
of the* blustuphugii wasp, whose liabitut 
is In. the Knpri, or Wild ilg. ■ The latter 
wus imported ami thrived amuzlugly, 
but the blnstophiigii did not accomptuiy 
it 

Special inipoi'tations of the wasp fol- 
lowed, J butit thrived only for u. season 
on tliocapri llg and then disappeared. 
It wns usBuincd that It could not sur-. 
vlve our winters, r^ast year the De- 
partment of Agriculture took the mat- 
ter In hand, A fresh consignment was 
imported uud Its care Intrusted to Mr. 
Hooding. LuHt April the young ltisccf 
colony emerged In full force from the 
llrst enprl cot, ' entered the second, 
emerged again, mid then took posses- 
sion of the -Smyrna Ilg trees, the fruit 
on which %vus ready for fertilisation, 
Mr. ltoedlng reports that this experi- 
ment bus been perfectly successful. A 
ton of the fruit has been picked from 
Mb trees and tiie entire crop -will yield 
live or six tons wore. Mr. ltoedlng be- 
lieves that the hlustopliaga has come 
to stay and ho expects that California 
will be enriched soon with .unothei.- In- 
dustry.
